THE LONELIEST WOMAN. 

ihe la from Washington and Live* 
Away Up North cn a Seal 
Island. 

Without doubt the loneliest wonan 
— that is 10 say. the one farthest re- 
moved fro ill her kind — in all these 
Uinted S»ates of America is Mrs. 
Clark, of this city, the wife of Maj. 
E. W. Clark, government agent of the 
Pribylof or Seal islands in the Behring 
sea. This group, saj's the Washing- 
ton Star, composed of the two small 
! islands of St. Paul and St. George, are 
the homes of nearly all the seals re- 
maining in existence, and they are 
about 1.800 miles west of the entrance 
to Puget sound, and about 200 north- 
west of the Aleutian islands, begin- 
ning at Unimak pass. St. George, 
which is the smaller of the two, being 
about six 'by twelve miles in extent, 
is 40 miles from St. Paul, and it has 
a population of about 100 Aleuts and 
four or five whites, consisting of Maj. 
Clark and his wife, a physician and 
two or three clerks for the North 
American Commercial company, which 
controls the seal business and has 
stores and warehouses on both is- 
lands. The little village of St. George 
contains 25 pr 30 houses, including the 
company’s buildings, the agent’s house 
and a Greek church. There arc no 
other houses on the islands, and Mrs. 
Clark is the only white woman. Her 
home is a small cottage of four rooms, 
very cozy and comfortable, with books 
and pictures, and a fine outlook over 
the sea. She does no cooking in her 
own house, as the government facials 
take their meals at the company 
house, near by. Mrs. Clark’s nearest 
neighbor is the wife of the agent on 
St. Paul, who is less lonely because 
she has with her her two small chil- 
dren, Mrs. Clark’s children being 
grown and having their own homes in 
the states. There is no communication 
between the islands except by one of 
the company’s ships and by revenue 
cutters, as other ships are not permit- 
ted to visit the islands. These ships 
come only in the summer, and from 
October until June Mrs. Clark does 
not expect to see anyone or hear any- 
thing from the United States, or l?.- 
send word home, no matter what hap- 
pens. Sickness, death, disaster may 
come to her far off in that forbidding 
sea, or may visit her own at home, 
but no word may come or go until 
navigation is resumed. St. George is 
absolutely without trees, but its roll- 
ing surface and mountains, a thou- 
sand feet high, are beautifully green 
with coarse grass and moss, and wild 
flowers of brilliant hues dot the level 
stretches near the sea. Blue foxes 
abound, and over the rocks at the wa- 
ter’s edge thousands and thousands of 
seals in ceaseless activity disport 
themselves noisily daj' and night from 
June until December, while millions 
of water fowl fill tlie air and the sea 
and flutter about the cliffs. Three 
hundred days in the year the weather 
is dark and dismal, and fogs hide the 
islands for days at a time. The cold 
is never excessive, but the winter 
storms are severe, and terrific gales 
sweep over sea and land. There is no 
harbor, and ships come to anchor a 
mile' or so from shore. 

STILL ANOTHER EXPLOSIVE. 

Mar.illr Maid to Re the Snfeat and 
Oar of the Mont Powerful 
Yet Known. 

Safety in use. so far as the user is 
concerned, and hideous devastation to 
the foe are the ideals in war explo- 
sives at which the world’s war bu- 
reaus are aiming. Marsite, the in- 
vention of Mr. Hathaway, of Wells- 
boro. Pa., is said to be the safest 
of the high explosives yet known. The 
ordnance bureau of the United States 
navy is investigating the material, and 
tfte preliminary tests,- are said to b« 
highly favorable, says the London 
Times. 

Marsite is known to be a nitrate 
eom]xnmd. although its composition 
is the secret of its inventor. In ap- 
pearance it resembles dark-colored 
clay, and it is said to be as safe as 
clay to handle. Yo* may with im- 
punity pound it with a hammer or 
rasp it with a file. You cannot ex- 
plode it by concussion, and if you 
set fire to it it merely sizzles for a 
moment and then goes out. 

But a percussion arrangement — fail- 
ing that, an electric current — will do 
all that the most exacting military 
man could ask. A quantity of marsite 
in a four-inch shell was put in an ex- 
cavation in the ground. Over the hole 
was placed a screen of steel an inch 
thick, about which a wooden struc- 
ture was built. When the electric 
current was turned on a terrific* ex- 
plosion occurred, which tore a hole 
in the steel screen and burst the shell 
into thousands of fragments. Placed 
between cakes of ice to demonstrate 
that the explosive is not affected by 
cold, the explosion tore the ice ta 
pieces and east fragments high in the 
air. 

It is claimed that the shell may be 
safely fired from a gun with vhc in 
Itial velocity of 2.000 feet a second.

SUFFERING OF HORSES. 

Thoeic EnKaKfd iu Military Opera- 
tions to Receive International 
Protection. 

A movement to lessen suffering on 
battlefields has been begun in Eng- 
land which must interest all those 
who feel for lower animals in the 
direst misery. It is intended to bring 
tinker international protection, such 
as the Red Cross now affords men 
who labor for the relief of the wound 
ed soldiers, an adequate corps whose 
duty would be the killing of horses 
so badly hurt that they must die. 
either quickly and humanely or by 
lingering torture, as is often tho case 
under existing conditions, sayc the 
Chicago Leader. 

Now there is no protection for sol- 
diers or other persons who may un- 
dertake to put wounded borseo out 
of misery, after a battle or during a 
lull in an engagement. Tney risk 
their awn lives, and their operation? 
are liable to be forbidden entirely by 
commanders fearing trickery. Sf 
great numbers of wounded horses lin 
ger many hours in agony and then 
perish miserably. They might bt* put 
out of pain very quickly if a small 
body of men were free to do the Work, 
under such shelter as the Red Cross 
give* to those who min : ster to wound 
ed men. 

At best war involves fearful suffer 
ings for horses and other animals 
In the stress of battle or the crisis 
of a campaign there is no question ol 
avoiding the suffering or exhaustion 
of any' of the lower animals. They 
simply have to die uyder the st-ain 
of intolerable crowding forward, un 
der a burning sun and without wa 
ter. it may be, or taxed beyond thei* 
endurance. They go hungry, thirsty 
ami uncared for, and in many cases 
when their need is greatest. So they 
die miserably by thousands. One of 
the best newspapers in England as- 
serts that since Ixml Roberts began 
his campaign for the relief of Kimber- 
ley and the capture of Bloemfontein 
he has lost 11.000 horses. The death 
of those animals means an untold anr 
immense amount of the direst pain 
and misery. 

Whatever ran be done to lessen this 
burden of agony loaded upon the ani- 
mals that man involves in his quar- 
rels must appeal to the best instincts 
of humane men and women, in at 
lands.

HOUSECLEANING HINTS. 

The Time to Dnst Wall* and Begin 
War Upon Mollis ami Other 
Peata. 

The dusting doxvn of the xvall is one 
of the most important parts of house- 
cleaning. This should be done early, 
even if. it has to be repeated later, 
says the Xexv York Tribune, when car- 
pets are lifted. The house moth con- 
ceals itself in the dust that collects 
in the ridges of the cornice and else- 
where on the ceiling. These moths 
should be swept down early, xvhile 
they are in an inactix’e state and be- 
fore they begin laying eggs. The*a 
eggs are concealed in xvool. fur and 
wherever the motli can find a place 
which will furnish food for the de- 
structive little grubs that hatch out. 
All insect life wakes up iu April, and 
often in March, and this is the best 
time to fight the clothes moth, as 
well as all other insect pests. 

It is useless to dust doxvn ceilings 
unless the xvork is thoroughly done. 
In order to do this the xx’orker must 
be provided with a long handled 
broom, made with a very light handle. 
An excellent broom with an extension 
handle xx-as formerly made in Boston 
under a patent granted to a xvom- 
an. It was simple and inexpensive, 
and perfectly adapted to its work of 
sweeping ceilings and sidewalls. Sim- 
ilar brooms are now sold by all the 
house-furnisliing stores, hut it is still 
difficult to find a broom for sweeping 
ceilings with so light a handle as 
those made by this Boston woman. 
The Japncse make ideal brooms for 
sweeping dust from xvood and mat- 
ting. They have light bamboo han- 
dles. Illustrations of this broom hax*e 
appeared in various jwtpers. and, 
though it is a perfect broom for all 
purposes for xx-hieli it is used in Japan, 
the handle is not long enough to 
reach our high ceilings, though long 
enough to reach the low ceilings of 
Japanese houses. Nor is the broom 
stiff enough for sweeping carpets, lie- 
cause there are no carpets in Japan, 
only light rugs, which may be easily 
shaken. The average American broom 
manufacturer makes a broom with so 
heavy a handle that it adds consid- 
erably to the labor of sweeping. The 
ceiling broom should have a handle 
long enough so that a woman can 
easily, reach any house ceiling when 
she is standing on the floor, and thus 
dust it thoroughly.

State Laws Onght to Be Uniform.. 

Recommendation* of Industrial 
Commission in Its Report 
to ConKreM. 

— 

The industrial commission has sent | 
to congress its report on prison labor. I 
In summing up its conclusions the com- 
mission says that all prisoners should 
be engaged in productive labor, and 
that the state should liax-e absolute 
control of their care. Their employ- 
ment, with the intention of producing 
revenues, the report says, tends to the 
greatest competition with free labor 
and detracts from the punitive reform- | 
atory and disciplinary features of the 
prisons. Employment of prisoners on 
public works has the least tendency to 
competition with free labor. In order 
to harmonize the antagonistic inter- 
ests of the different states, the indus- 
trial operation of penal and like in- 
stitutions in each should be under the 
supervision of a central office. Adop- 
tion of laxx’s embracing the principles 
mentioned has been retarded by vari- 
ous conditions in many of the states. 
The adoption of uniform legislation, 
the report says, is the only remedy for 
existing abuses. The commission sub- I 
inits general provisions of law mainly 
from the New York statute, and rec- 
ommends that such part shall be embod- 
ied in the laws of the different states 
as is found possible. The interdiction 
of interstate commerce in all goods, 
etc., the product of convict labor, sup- 
plemented by state legislation, would 
be the nearest to a complete remedy for 
evils of convict labor competition, but 
in the absence of such laws the most- 
practical step would be an act making 
such goods upon their arrival in any 
state subject to its laws. Commission- 
ers Smythe and Harris dissent from 
that portion cf the report recommend- I 
ing an interdiction of prison-made 
goods, and Mr. Smythe also dissents 
from a recommendation fixing eight 
hours for a day’s work for prisoners. 

PREHISTORIC MAN. 

The Evidences of His Existence in 
Various NVeotern Motes to Jle 
Preserved. 

The house committee on public lands 
has made a favorable report upon a bill 
for the regulation of monuments, ruins, 
and other objects on public lands. The 
measure directs the secretary of the in- 
terior to set aside anil reserve from pub- 
lic sale, entry and settlement any pub- 
lic lands in Colorado, Wyoming, Ari- 
zona and New Mexico upon xx-hich are 
monuments, cliff dwellings, cemeteries, 
graves, mounds, forts, or any other 
work of prehistoric and aboriginal 
man. 

The report says there are indications 
that a highly tyvilized race occupied 
this part- of the country hundreds of 
years before America xvas discovered, 
and built dxvellings. and the pottery 
and utensils used indicate these people 
xvere a race much superior to the In- 
dians. 

These ruins are of the greatest inter- 
est to students of archaeological sci- 
ence. The ruins are located a consider- 
able distance from the railroads, and up 
to this time have not been destroyed, 
and are visited each year by a great 
many people. Consequently their de- 
struction is taking place. 

The x’arious archaeological societies 
are much interested in the preserva- 
tion of these ruins, and the only prac- 
ticable .xvay they can be preserved Is 
by creating a reservation of land sur- 
rounding each ruin and providing a 
penalty for any destruction.
